THAT LEADS FROM LIFE TO THE 
GRAVE. 


The Funeral Services at the House--The Surging 
Crowds Viewing the Remains---The Depart. 
ure from Elberon for Washington-- 
Different Scenes Along the Way. 


The Last Day of Life. | 

ELsenon, September 21—The dying man said to 
Dr Bliss: “Doctor, I feel very comfortable, but Ialso 
feel dreadfully weak. I wish you would give me 
the hand-glass and let me look at myself.’’ General 
Swaim said: ‘Oh, no, don't do that, Mr President. 
See if you cannot get some more sieep.’’ ‘I want to 
see myself,”’ the president replied. 

Mrs Garfield gave him the hand-glass. He had 
it in a position which enabled him to see his face. 
Mrs Garfield, Dr Bliss, Dr Agnew, General Swaim 
and Dr Boynton stood around the bed, saying not 
a word, but looking at the president. He studied 
the reflection of his own features at iength. He 
wearily let the glass fall upon the counterpane, and 
with asigh said to Mrs Garfield: ‘Crete, I don't 
see how itis thata man who looksas well asI do 
Should be so dreadfully weak.”’ 

In a moment or two he asked for.,his daughter, Miss 
Mollie. They told him that she would come to see 
him laterin the day. He said, however, that he 
wanted to see her then. Thereupon Rockwell went 
to the beach, where Miss Mollie was sitting with 
Miss Rockwell, and told her that her father wanted 
to see her. 

When the child went into the room she kissed her 
father, and told him that she was gladjio see that 
he was looking so much better. The president 
said: ‘You think 1 do look better, Mollic?’’. She 
said: “I do, papa.’’ Then she took a chair and sat 
“near the foot of the bed. 


MISS MOLLIE FAINTS, P 
A moment or two after Dr Boynton noticed that 


Miss Mollie was swaying in the chair. He stepped 
up to her, but before he could reach her she had 
fallen over in a dead faint. In falling her face struck 
against the bed-pest, and when they raised her from 
the floor she was not only unconscious, but bleed- 
ing from the concussion which she had received. 

They carried her out where she could get 
the fresh breeze from the ocean, and after re- 
storatives were applied she. speedily re- 
covered from the faint. The room was close, the 
windows were closed, and Miss Mollie has not been 
very well: and all these causes, combined with 
anxiety, induced the fainting fit. 

The president, they thought, had not noticed 
what had happened to his petted child, for he 
seemed to have sunk into the stupor which has 
characterized his condition much of the time; but 
when Dr Boynton came back into the room he was 
astonished to hear the president say: ‘Poor little 
mito! She fell over like a log. 
matter?’’ They assured the 
wae fit was caused by the closeness of the room, 
as well asthe delicate condition of the girl; and 
when he had that assurance he again sank into a 
stupor, or sleep, which lasted till the noon exami- 
nation. Thisstupor was not healthy sleep. The 
president frequently muttered, and rolied and 
tossed iis head upon the pillow.

Around-him were other weeping friends, 
and physicians lamenting their powerlessness in the 
presence of the dark angel of death. 

‘Coward the last the mind of the sufferer wan- 
dered. Ile was once more back in Mentor amid 
those scenes where the happiest hours of his life 
were spent. He sat in the dear old homestead again, 
with his loved ones around him: his aged meth®*r, 
so proud of her big boy; his faithful wife, his. be- 
loved children. It was a blissful dream that robbed 
death of its terrors and rendered the dying man for 
the moment unconscious of the cruel rending of 
his once vigorous frame that was constantly going 
on. 

‘“‘The moan of the restless ocean mingled with the 
sobs of his loved ones, as the lamp of life went out 
forever. Nearly every one around the president 
clung to hope to the last, and refused to credit the 
‘approach of death until the shadow deepened and 
the destroyer’s presence could be no longer unfelt.”’ 


The Sorest Trial 


THAT EVER PIERCED A MOTHER'S HEART 
CLEVELAND, September 21.—Mother Garfield is 


now at Solon with her daughter, Mrs Larabee. Un- 
til three daysago, the full particulars of the situa- 
tion were telegraphed with the greatest regularity 
tofriends at Solon. Since that date only meagre 
dispatches were sent, and the suspense of the house- 
hold can only be imaginedy Saturday night and 
Sunday, Mrs Larabee and thé* president's mother 
slept together, and the former affirms that Mrs Gar- 
fiela ditl not sleep at all. Her anxiety rendered 
sleep out of the question. During the last week or 
two, her general health has been remarkably good. 

During all these days of suspense, since July 2, 


the mother of the president had remained hopeful. : 


She had faith that her noble son would be spared to 
serve his country and comfort her declining years. 
Mrs Larabee, his sister, on the contrary, has had a 
feeling of discouragement and fear from the first. 
Even on the day when he left Mentor, she says that 
her mind was filled with vague forebodings she 
could not drive away. As Garfield went about his 
farm giving things a farewell look, she felt a pre- 
sentiment that it was a long good-bye. During the 
diay she had been constantly busying herself about 
the house. Mrs Larabee besought her not todo any 
work. ‘“‘Mother,’’ she said, 
yourself.”’ 

“Oh no,"’ replied the old lady, “if I am active I 
Shall be able to sleep better."’ Her exhaustion, 
«asioned by lack of rest the two nights previous, in- 
<iuced sleep which the members of the family say 
exceeded in length any previous sleep of the old 
lady. At 5 o'clock Tuesday morning, the village 
bell tolled. At 6 o’elock came the private telegram: 


Elberon, N J, September 19—-To Mrs Eliza Gar- 
field: James died this evening at 10:35. He calmly 
breathed his life away. D G SWAIM. 


Mrs Larabee’s first thought was to her mother. 
The latter was sleeping calmly and they did not 
awake her. Notuntil 8 o'clock did the old lady 
awake, having slept constantly since 11 p.m. At 
that hour Mrs Larabee passed her door witha heavy 
heartand found her up, dressed and engaged in her 
custom of reading the Bible. It was thought best 
not to break the news until Mrs Garfield had eaten 
breakfast. Oddly enough the old lady did not in- 
sist upon hearing the news until she finished the 
meal. Then taking up the fatal telegram from the 
shelf she was about to read it, but Miss Ellen took it 
from her trembling hands. 

“Grandma,’’ she said, “would you be surprised to 
get bad news this morming?”’ 

“Why, I don't know,” said the old lady. 

“Well, shouldn't,” said Mrs Larabee: “‘T have 
been fearing and expecting it all the morning.” 

“Grandma,” said Miss Ellen, ‘there is bad néws.”” 

“Is he dead?” asked the old lady, tremhulously.

Garfield was found sitting in a rocking chair, wait- 
ing for the news. ‘The morning paper she read with 
eagerness, 

“It cannot be that James is dead,"’ she mur- 
mured. “I cannot understand it. Ihave no fur- 
ther wish to live, and I cannot live if it is so.’’ 

Although her general health ts good at present, 
many fearherwords are prophetic. Mrs Larabee 
does not hope otherwise, but feeling keenly as she 
does her great affliction, never once has hinted ata 
lack of faith in the Supreme One thatall is not in- 
tended for the best. ‘“‘It is providential,’’ she said; 

“I can firmly westeve that God knows the best, and 
I must not murmur.’ 

Mrs Mehitable Towbridge, the remaining sister 
of President Garfield, was also notified of his death. 
Having been sick for several weeks, it was feared 
that this blow might prostrate her, but she bears up 
better than might be expected. Both of the sisters 
appeared more unnerved than did the mother her- 
self. Fhe fortitude of the latter can be better ap- 
preciated when it is remembered that Wednesday of 
this week is her 80th birthday. For abouta month, 
she was visiting Mrs Phabe Clapp and Mrs Alpha 
Boynton, in Hiram. About a week ago she returned 
to Salem, where she expects to remain with Mr 
and Mrs Larabee, until she is notified to 
make some change. It will be remembered that 
the only brother of the president is living near 
Grand Rapids, Mich. Since the l4th of November 
last, there have occurred five deaths in the family, 
as follows: Mrs. Hattie L Palmer, 14th of Novem- 
ber; her son Rudolph, 10th of February; Thomas 
Garfield, on the 18th of June; Miss Cordelia Arnold, 
on the 24th of June, i 

Just ten months ago Monday, Thomas Gagfield 
and the late president celebrated their birthdays at 
a joint festivity in Randall. Their birthdays came 
on the same day, the general being 49 years old and 
Thomas Garfield 79. 

ANOTITER ACCOUNT, 

“Who shall break me news to Mother Garfield,”’ 
the Leader special says, ‘‘was the query this morn- 
ing at the home*sf her son-in-law, M G Larabee. 
Mother Garfield watched anxiously for the 6 o’clock 
bulletin Monday evening, feeling if it was favorable 
she might hope on. Wornout by the anxious days 
and sleepless nights, her strength had become so 
exhausted that the administration of stimulants 
was found to be necessary. Though hoping against 
hope, she could not realize her son in immediate 
danger. ‘He will live,’ she said but yesterday. ‘God 
makes so few men like him; He will not take them 
away, when they are living lives of usefulness, 
There are so many men who are of no use to any 
one who live on, thatI cannot believe God will 
take my James away when heis so much needed. 
Shortly after eight o'clock this morning. Mrs. Gar- 
field arose and after dressing spent some time in 
reading her Bible customary, and 
then went into the dining room, where 
her breakfast was being prepared, 
Refreshed by the night's rest, she was more cheer- 
fulthan for several days. Mr. Larabee, unable to 
Mother 
Garfield walked about looking out of the windows. 
Finally she turned to her daughter Mary, saying, 
“Is there any news yet this morning, Mary?’’ Mrs. 
Larabee’s heart failed. She could not blast the 
hope expressed in that voice and exhibited in that 
dear old face. ‘Eat your breakfast, mother; it is 
ready now. 

‘But I want to hear from my James first,’ 
loving mother. 

The telegram that was to bring grief 
anguish to her loving heart lay on the shelf, 
seeing it, she took it, and was about to read it, 
ing: ‘‘Here itisnow. I must read it before I eat.’’ 

Her granddaughter, Ellen Larabee, fearing that 
so sudden a shock would be fatal, took the dispatch 
from her hand and said: “I will read it for you, 
grandma. Are you prepared for—for bad news?’ 

“Why, no,’ said grandma; “fam not prepared for 
bad news, and there ist tany bad news this morn- 
ing, is there?”’ 

“Yes, grandma,’ 

“Oh, Nelly, he is not, he cannot be, dead."’ 

“Grandma, hisspirit passed away last night.’’ 

“Oh, it cannot be it; must not be. I cannot have 
itso, Icannot have it*so. My James, my James, 
dead. No, I cannot believe you. Let me see the 
dispatch.”’ 

She took it, read, dropped the message on the 
floor, and fell backward into a chair, moaning and 
wringing herhands. Bitter tears coursed down her 
cheeks and she gave way to uncontrollable grief, 
but at length subdued her feelings in a measure. 

‘*To-morruw I will be eighty years old, but I will 
not see the beginning of another year. James is 
gone, ana J shall not be long after bim.’’

The Autopsy. 
ABOUT THE LAST WE WILL HEAR FROM BLISS. 

ELBERON, September 21—Dr Bliss stated at a late 
hour last night that the autopsy had been very tedi- 
ous, and that the time occupied in searching for the 
ball alone was nearly three-quarters of an hour. In 
reply toa question, the doctor said that since the 
conclusion of the autopsy Mrs Garfield was feeling 
much relieved, as it established the fact that the pa- 
tient’s death was inevitable. He stated further that 
the point of the ball was somewhat blunt or ina 
battered condition, caused by: the force with which 
it struck the rib. In other respects its original shape 
was not altered. 


Viewing the Remeaina 
WHO ARE TO COMPOSE THE FUNERAL PARTY. 

ELBERON,Septem ber 21—8:30 a m.—While the num- 
ber of persons who accompany the remains to Wash- 
ington, will not go beyond that point, it is under- 
stood that President Arthur has determined to go 
through to Cleveland, in company with the cabinet. 

THE HUMAN STREAM, 

An additional guard has been placed about 
Francklyn cottage, for the purpose of preserving 
order, while the remainsare lying in state. Arrange- 
ments have just been completed and notice given, 
that all those desiring may view the remains of the 
late chief magistrate. The line has been formed and 
the people are passing in single file through the cot- 


‘tage. Two sentinelsare stationed at each side of the 


entrance door to prevent more than one person en- 
tering at one time. 
THE APPEARANCE OF THE CORPSE. 

The president is laid out in the suit of clothes 
which he wore on inauguration day. His left hand 
is laid across his breast after the manner he had in 
ife. The body is so greatly shrunken that ial 
means had to be resorted to to give the clothes the 
appearance of fitting. In addition to 


the natural shrinking from his illness 
the operation connected with theautopsy has left 
the body in an even more emaciated state. A plas- 
ter cast was taken of his face yesterday as well as of 
his right hand. The effect of the oil used upon the 
face prior to taking the cast disfigured the features 
somewhat and slightly altered the color of the face, 
so that the appearance ts very much less natural, 
even than it was just afterdeath. The president 
had a massive head and the large bones show very 
prominently. His cheeks are fallen in; the beard 
has been so arranged over the parotid gland as to 
conceal that terrible scar, and such arrangements 
have been made abaut the pillow as tostill further 
conceal the swelling, which helped to sap away his 
life. The undertaker says that in his opinion it will 
not be safe to expose the body after it leaves 
here. The effects of the fluid used in embalming are 
such as to have already hardened the features. 
The coffin was black, with silver handles; black 
rods ran alongside, and upon the top was a silver 
plate, with the inscription:

The coffin was lined with white satin. Across the 
top and crossing each other were two lohg leaves of 
palm. Only the face and shoulders were visible, and 
one needed to know that all that remained of James 
A Garfield lay there to recall features so familiar 
during life. The face to those who knew General 
Garfield only from his portraits, conld 
not have been recognized—the cheeks were gone, 
the brow had lost its massive appearance which had 
characterized itin life. The involuntary whispered 
remark of all as they gazed upon the loved form 
with a shudder, was: “I never should have recog- 
nized him. How he must have suffered.’’ His 
shrunken earthly form told how much. It was most 
marvelous to us he lived so long. 

The Faneral Services. 
A SOLEMN AND IMPRESSIVE SCENE, 

LONG Brancu, September 21—At half past nine 
o'clock Chief Justice Waite, Secretary and Mrs 
Blaine, Secretary and Mrs Windom, Secretary and 
Mrs Hunt, Postmaster-General and Mrs James and 
Secretaries Lincoln and Kirkwood and Attorney- 
General Mac Veagh arrived at Francklyn cottage,and 
the doors were closed to visitors. 

The religious services were conducted, by request 
of Mrs Garfield, by Rev Charles Z Young, 
of Long Branch. There were present besides the 
family and attendants, members of the cabinet and 
their wives and a few personal friends, numbering 
in all not more than fifty individuals. When the 
moment for solemnities was announced the win- 
dows and doors were closed and all sounds hushed. 
Owing.to the necessity of starting the train promptly 
on time, Colonel Rockwell had _ requested the 
officiating clergyman to occupy but five minutes. 
The service was as follows: 

The minister read from. the scriptures appropriate 
passages relating todeath and the resurrection, such 
as are found in the burial service of the Episcopal 
church, He then offered the fullowing prayer:

THE PROCESSION TO THE GRAVE TAKEN UP. 

ELBERON, September 21.—Immediately 
conclusion of the service at the Francklyn cottage, 
Mrs Garfield, accompanied by her son Harry, 
Colonel Swaim, Colonel and Mrs Rockwell, Miss 
Mollie Garfield and Miss Rockwell, and Dr Boyn- 
ton and C O'Rockwell, came from the Francklyn cot- 
tage and entered the first coach. 

The members of the cabinet and their wives fol- 
lowed and took seats in the coach. 

Mrs, Garfield was heavily veiled and in passing to 
the train exhibited the same fortitude which has 
characterized her manner throughout. 

In addition to the immediate members of the 
family the following composed the party on the 
train: Private Secretary JS Brown, ex-Clerk War- 
ren 8 Young,J R VanWerner, chief clerk postoffice 
department, John Jamison, railway mail service; 
Ridgeley Hunt,son of the secretary of the navy; C A 
James, son of the postmaster general; Mr Jay Stone, 
private secretary to Seeretary Lincoln; ex-Sheriff 
Daggett, of Brooklyn: Colonel H C Corbin and 
Messrs Atchison, Richards. and other attendants 
upon the late president and Mrs Garfield during 
their sojourn here.

CARRYING OUT THE COFFIN, 

A few minutes before 10 o'clock the casket was re- 
moved from the cottage by six strong men, and 
passing through a guard of soldiers, was placed in 
the third coach. 

The attendants and others who accompanied the 
party took seats in the fourthcar. Dr Reyburn is 
the only surgeon who went on the special train. 


THE START MADE. 

Atexactly 10 0’clock the funeral train started from 
the Francklyn cottage, moving from the grounds 
very slowly. The train reached Elberon station 
about 10:08 am, and stopped up the road about a 
quarter of a mile from the station. 

PRESIDENT ARTHUR JOINS THE PARTY. 

To this point a special train, which brought Presi- 
dent Arthur and General Grant, from New York, 
was run, and guards were stationed in the vicinity 
to prevent any annoyance from the crowd, there be- 
ing from 500 to 600 persons in the immediate neigh- 
borhood, Assoon as President Arthur’s train was 
stopped alongside. the train which bore the re- 
mains of the president, General Grant stepped 
across and entered the second car of the funeral 
train. 

General Grant took the second seat from the last 
in the second car. President Arthursat in the next 
seat in front of General Grant, by himself. He was 
dressed in mourning, his high hat being covered 
with a heavy black band. He was accompanied by 
his private secretary, Colonel Reed, and his private 
messenger, Alexander Powell. In the seat next in 
front of that in which President Arthur sat, was 
seated Blaine. As the train moved off 
President Arthur had his hand on the back of Sec-

The funeral train left at 10 a.m. The funeral 
train passed Elberon station about 10:12. 

OCEAN GROVE, September 21.—The funeral train, 
bearing the body of the president, passed at 10:14. 
The railroad for halfa mile on both sides was lined 
with people. On the platform of the depot there 
were from 4,000 to 5 000 ladies and gentlemen. As the 
train passed men stood with uncovered heads, abso- 
hiwtely silent. Bells were tolled and then the crowd 
dispersed. Flags are at half mast and buildings are 
draped. 

BEAGIRT, N. J., September 21.—The special train 
containing the remains of the late president passed 
this point at 10:23and left Manasquan at 10:25.

| THE PREPARATION TO DO HOMAGE TO THE DEAD. 

WASHINGTON, September 21.—This morning Adju- 
fant General Drum issued orders fer the volunteer 
troops of the District of Columbia, under command 
of General Webster, and the United States ‘marines 
and artillery under command of General Ayres, to 
assemble at the depot of the Baltimore and Potomac 
railroad at four p m, to receive and escort the re- 
mains of the late president to the capitol. Orders 
were also issued for all officers of the army on duty 
at the war department to assemble in full uniform, 
and with the mourning emblem upon the left sleeve 
at4 pm, at the Baltimore and Potomac depot. 

A similar order was issued by Rear Admiral 
Nichols, acting secretary of the navy, addressed 
to officers of the navy on duty in this city and at the 
navy department. Orders are being prepared atthe 
navy department to carry out the instructions of the 
navy relative to appropriate marks of respect to the 
memory of the late president to be. observed at all 
navy yards, naval stations and on board all naval 
vessels, 

Until the arrival of the secretary it 
definitely decided who will constitute 
escort from this city to Cleveland. 

Judge French, acting secretary of the treasury, 
issued the following order this morning: ‘‘As a 

@oken of respéct to the late president, James A Gar- 
field, the treasury department will be closed to

At numerous places along the route beautiful floral 
offerings were observed, and at several places the 
track was literally covered for the distance of more 
than one hundred yards with ferns and flowers. 
Even in the country along the route there 
was no lack of evidence of affection, regard, sym- 
pathy and sorrow. Men, women and children col- 
lected on the porticoes of residences near the 
truck, at the crossings and on embankments com- 
manding a nearer view of the passing train and 
with bowed and uncovered heads, for the 
fleeting instant as the train rushed past, 
gave evidence oftheir sorrow; the laborer: in the 


fields watched the coming of the train bearing the 


dead president, and with bare arms and uncovered 
heads stood mute and sorrowful while the 
funeral train passed. No incident worthy of 
note occurred on board during the passage and 
at4:35 p.m. the train slowly entered the depot, 
when the casket was at once removed to the hearse 
in waiting. The funeral party took seats in the 
carriages and under military escort the ee 
at once proceeded to the capitol. 

A vast theong had assembled about the niet 
every avenue and approach being densely packed 
with quiet, orderly citizens. The casket containing 
the remains of the president was borne on the 
shoulders of eight soldiers and placed in the hearse} 
which was draped in black of rich and heavy mate- 
rial. The hearse was drawn.by six iron-gray horses, 
whose trappings. were also draped in 
sombre black. As the casket was borne 
to the hearse the Marine band played ‘‘Nearer, My 
God, to Thee,"’ while every head was bowed and 
many eyes were dimmed with tears. As soon as the 
presidential party had entered their carriages, 
the military escort formed in a line and 
mournfully proceeded on their way to the capitol. 
A dense mass of people lined the sidewalks all the 
way from the depot to thecapitol. Asthe proces- 
sion moved up the avenue scarcely a sound was 
heard save from the feet of the moving men and 
horses, and heads were bowed as by a common im- 
pulse of deep and unfeigned grief. 

LYING IN STATE, 

Upon reaching the capitlo, the remains were 
borne into the rotunda and placed upon the cata- 
falque,a number of senators and representatives 
preceding and ranging themselves on each side of 
the dais. Close behind the casket walked Presi- 
dent Arthur and Secretary Blaine, who were fol-

The Strike of Stevedores in Savannah--Marriage in 
Thomaston--Cotton in Southwest Georgia--- 
Attempted Escape of a Convict--Impres- 
sions of the President’s Death.

SAVANNAH, September 19.—This morning a 
number of stevedores in the employment of 
H. J. Dickerson & Co., who were at work at 
the wharves of the Ocean steamship company, 
struck for higher wages. The men had been 
employed on board the steamer Gate City, 
and after quitting work they lounged around 
and indulged very freely in liquor. About 
half past two o'clock p. m., General 
Sorrel, general agent of the Ocean steamship 
company, telephoned the chief of police that 
the strikers had assembled in large force on 
the bridge across the Ogeechee canal, were 
creating great disturbance and preventing the 
passage of vehicles. Gen. Anderson, chief of 
police,at once ordered Sergeant H. H. Harvey, 
one of the most efficient officers on the force, 
to the scene of action, with commands to dis- 
perse the crowd and clear the road. Sergeant 
Harvey rode rapidly to the scene, and arriving 
at the bridge spurred his horse across, calling 
upon the crowd to disperse; some of the 
strikers cleared away but others still held the 
bridge. The sergeant wheeled his horse again 
and riding upon the bridge sprang from his 
horse to make an arrest. About this time a 
negro woman struck the officer in the face 
witha brush and simultaneously the report of a 
pistol was heard, and he turned to see a negro 
making off with a pistol in his hand. The 
officer then made pursuit and fired several 
shots, but without effect. By this time as- 
sistance had arrived, and as Harvey came 
back it was noticed that his garments were 
stamed with blood. On examination it was 
found that he was shotin the back, the ball, 
it is feared, passing very near or grazing the 
*Jung. His wound is considered by his at- 
tending physician, Dr. McFarland, as very 
serious, but as the ball is very small, being a 
No.

A GREAT STORM 


That Swept Through Wintervilic, Spreading Destruc- 
tien In ite Path. 
Athens Banner. 

Mr. R. T. Pittard, who lives one mile from 
Winterville, was in the city to-day, and gave 
us a graphic description of a eyclone which 
visited that portion of the county Thursday. 

He was out some distange from his house 
picking cotton, and when it began to rain he, 
with his hands, went to shelter under an old 
shed in the highest part of the field. In this 
position he was enabled to get the 
best view possible of one of the grandest and 
inost frightful scenes that ever fell to his lot, 
and one whicly he says he does not want to see 
avain. Hesays that he had read of cyclones 
a great deal and was enabled to tell that this 
one was coming when he heard the first noise 
it made, five miles from where he stood. 

Krom where he stood he could see two miles 
in the direction from whence the storm came 
and one mile in the direction it went.’ 
When he first saw it there seemed to be a 
great funnel-shaped cloud with the small end 
plowingalong the-earth, and revolving with 
ereat velocity as it moved toward: him. It 
made a noise at first like a heavy coal burn- 
ing locomotive as it on the railroad 
track, and this noise increased the nearer it 
came till it was the most deafening sound he 
ever heard, He says that the noise at Gettys- 
burg was not acircumstance to this, and when 
it struck the heavy timber in its track he verily 
believes it would have drowned the roar of 
Niagara falls. 

Weasked Mr Pittard how long he saw it, 
and he replied that it seemed to him that it 
was afull hourin passing, though it could 
hardly have been more than two or three 
minutes. He thinks it was going at the rate 
of sixty milesan hour. He stood transfixed 
with the sight and could feel the tremor of 
the earth beneath him, while the negrocs 
about him clung to him in wild fright and one 
woman fainted. 

The track of the terrible wind was de- 
scribed as follows: It struck the earth first 
near the place of Mr. William H. Deane, who 
lives five miles below below Winterville and 
passing on through Mr. Brittain’s field scat- 
tered his cotton in wild confusion. It then 
passed into the field of Mr. Jnmes Suddeth, fur- 
ther on,and literally tore hss fields all to pieces.

He says he 
felt the suction of the whirling wind to 
where he stood, and while there was no 
lightning, he could easily detect the presence 
of electricity in the atmosphere. When it 
was over he could hardly stand. 

His great fear was for his family, but fortu- 
nately all were passed unharmed. This sec- 
tion never had such a visitation before, and 
we trust this may be the last.

He held in his hand a 
protest against it by the county commission- 
ers of Fulton and a note to himself, dated 
August 13, 1881, announcing their adherence 
to their decision against it. The claimant had 
gotten up a petition, signed by 164 citizens, in 
favor of the payment, which one of his col- 
leagues would present. He (Mr. R.) was the 
representative of three thousand citizens who 
| did not sign that petition. 
| this tax put upon the tax-payers of his coun- 
ity, and he hoped that the house would not 
| pass the bill. He was willing to assume the 
| responsibility and go upon this question be- 
‘fore the people. It was ,a direct tax on the 
people of Fulton county. He had nothing 
to say against Mr. Van Epps, whom 
he esteemed, but he was contending for prin- 
ciple in resisting the claim, and he represent- 
ed the people in opposition to it. He was the 
representative of the three thousand who had 
not signed the petition ; not of the few who 
had signed. Mr. Van Epps had earned the 
money, but it was time to arrest the growing 
| praetice of taxing the people to pay such 
| claims, and he did not want such a tax sad- 
' dled on the people of Fulton county. 

Mr. Patterson said he had introduced the

thought the claim was just. He presented a 
petition signed by 164 0° the largest tax-pay 
ers of the county in favor of the payment of 
the claim. He estimated that they represented 
property to the amount of &88,700,000. Mr. 
Van Epps had said that he never pre- 
sented the petition to any man, who 
refused to pay it after he understood the merits 
of the case. He thought the bill right and 
just. Mr Van Epps was the only late solicitor 
of Fulton county who had not been paid these 
insolvent costs. He,understood that the 
amount paid to Mr Venable, former solicitor, 
amounted to over $6,000. Referring to Mr 
Rice’s declaration that he represented three 
thousand -citizens who did not sign 
the petition, Mr _ Patterson said that 
he presumed Mr. Van Fpps could have gotten 
a majority of the three thousand if he had 
tried. 

Mr. Hillyer thought the bill of Mr. Patter- 
son a good one, with the amendiment which 
he had offered. Hé apprehended — that 
there would be no objection to 
the amendment, and - would, therefore, 
address himself to the merits of the bill. In 
Fulton county the rule in reference to in- 
solyent costs was different from that of most 
other counties. The law made provision for 
the payment of these costs to the clerk and 
sheriff, but not for the solicitor, and he did 
more work than the others—he was at work 
almost the entire year. There were very few 
cases of misdemeanor where the costs could be 
made out of the defendants. He thought the 
solicitor ought to get his pay as well as the 
other officers, and that there ought to be no 
objection here, if the grand jury was allowed 
to pass upon the claim. 

After a few words from Mr. Price, Mr. 
Wheeler called the previous question, which 
the house sustained, 

Mr. Hillyer’s amendment, was adopted.

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THE PRACTICE OF MEDICINE. 


The Passage of the Bill in the Senate Governing the 
Practice of Medicine. 

Yesterday the senate passed the bill to regulate 
the practice of medicine in the state of Georgia. 
There was no discussion when the bill came up, and 
it was passed with only a little opposition. The bill 
which will become a law, as soon asit receives the 
signature of the governor, is as follows: 

SECTION 1. The general assembly of the state of 
Georgia do enact,-That no person, shall practice 
medicine within this state unless he has been here- 
tofore legally authorized so to do, or shall be here- 
after authorized so to do by a diploma from an in- 
corporated medical college, medica! school or uni- 
versity, and by compliance with subsequent sec- 
tions of this act. 

Section .2. Be it further enacted, That for the 
purposes of this act, the words ‘‘practice medicIne”’ 
shall mean to suggest, recommend, prescribe or di- 
rect for the use of any person any drug, medieine, 
appliance, apparatus or other agency, whether ma- 
terial or not material, for the cure, relief or pallia- 
tion of any ailment or disease of the mind or body, 
or for the cure or relief of any wound, fracture or 
other bodily injury, or any deformity, after having 
received or with the intent of receiving therefor, 
either directly or indirectly, any bonus, gift or eem- 
pensation. 

Section 3. Be it further enacted, That every per- 
son now lawfully engaged in the practice of medi- 
cine within this state shall, on or before the first 
day of December, eighteen hundred and eighty-one, 
and every person hereafter duly qualified to prac- 
tice medicine, shall, before commencing to practice, 
register in the office of the clerk of the superior 
court of the county wherein he resides and is prac- 
ticing, or intends to commence the practice of med- 
icine, ina book to be kept forthe purpose by said 
clerk, his name, residence and _ place. of 
birth, together with his authority for 
practicing medicine as prescribed in 
this act. The persons so registering shall subscribe 
or verify, by oath or affirmation, before a person 
duly qualified to administer oaths under the laws 
of this state, an affidavit containing such facts, and 
whether such authority is by diploma or license, 
and the date of the same and by whom granted, 
which shall be exhibited to the county cierk before 
the applicant shall be allowed to register, and 
which, if willfully false, shall subject the affiant to 
conviction, and punishment for falseswearing. The 
county clerk to receive a fee of fifty cents for each 
registration, to be paid by the person so registering. 

Section 4. Be it further enacted, That every regis- 
tered physician in this state, who may change his 
residence from one county into another within this 
state, shall register in the clerk’s office of the county 
to which he removes, and wherein he intends to 
reside and to practice medicine, as provided in sec- 
tion three (3) of this act. 

Section 5. Be it further enacted, That any person 
who violates either of the four” pre- 
ceding sections of this act, or who shall 

practice or offer to practice medicine, without 
awful anthority, or under cover of a diploma or 
license illegally obtained, shall be deemed gnilty of 
a misdemeanor, and, on conviction, shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than one hundred dollars, 
or more than five hundred dollars, or by imprison- 
ment for not less than thirty or more than ninety 
days, or both. The fine, when collected, shall be 
paid, the one-half to the person, persens, or corpora- 
tion making the complaint, the other half into the 
county treasury. 

See 6. Be it further enacted, That nothing if this 
act shalla ply to commissioned medical officers of 
the United States army or navy, or to the United 
States marine hospital service, or to legally qualified 
dentists in the practice of their profession, or to any 
woman practising only midwifery. 

Section 7. Be it further enacted, That all provis- 
ions of law providing forthe organization, qualifi- 
eation and duties ef anyand all boards of physi- 
cians, of any school whatever, be and the same are 
hereby repealed, and there shall henceforth exist 
in this state no board of physicians, but theonly 
requisite qualifications of practitioners of medicine 
shall be those hereinbefore set forth. 

Section 8. Be it further enacted, That all laws or 
parts of laws in conflict with thisact be and the 
same are hereby repealed.

“Well, sir; our country was once very seriously 
afflicted by the evil of illicit distilling, but it has 
entirely disappeared. The moral sense of the com- 
muinity is so set against it that it has ceased to 
exist.”’ 

“Are there no arrests made now for illicit distilla- 
tion?’ 

“*There are a

but they are made for old offenses. I hear of 
no arrests for new offenses. It is contended by 
some of the opponents of this bill thatit will tend 
to revive illicit distilling because it will close up the 
registered distilleries. I think illicit distilling is. 
dead, and will not be revived by this bill. 

‘‘How many registered distilleries are there in 
your county?’ 

“There are four, and four in the adjoining 
county of Fannin, and they manutiacture 
considerable quantities of whisky. 

‘Do you suppose they will fight the enforcement. 
of this law?’’ 

‘i don’tsee how they can. Ifthe state hasthe 
right to prohibit distillation altogether, it certainly 
has the right to suspend it for twelve months. I do 
not apprehend any difficulty in the enforcement of 
the law.’’ 

‘‘Do you think the bill will pass the senate?’’ 

“TI think so. I have not canvassed that body, but 
I am told by some senators that it will pass.” 

The reporter called to see Mr Andrew Clark. rey- 
enue collector for this district, to ask his opinion of 
the bill which seems likely to become a law. Mr- 
Clark is absent from the city on business, but one of 
his chief clerks gave the information desired. 

“What effect will this bill have on the revenues of 
the government from Georgia?’ asked the re- 
porter. : . 

“It will havea yery damaging effeet, of course,. 
but that is not the-worst harm that will come of it.”’ 

“What do you mean?” 

‘Well, there are sixty registered distilleries in 
Georgia, employing about two hundred men. These- 
will be thrown outof employment. In many parts 
of the state the hogs and stock are mainly fed and 
fattened from the distilleries. And then 
there are many men iu what is. 
now a legitimate business with pretty much all they 
have in itand they will be broken nt com pletely. 
The bill will do all this and then will not aecom- 
plish the saving of corn which it proposed as its. 
chief merit.” 

‘*How is that?’’ 

“Very few of the distilleries in Georgia—none of 
the larger ones use (ieorgia grain. They get their 
gruin from Tennessee as it is much better suited for 
distillation. Here is the hardship of the bill. It 
forbids the manufacture of whisky from grain in 
Georgia when the men who are doing most of 
such manufacturing get their grain from Tennessee. 
They are not using Georgia grain, but the bill will 
break them up in business: Then anyone could go 
just across the Georgia line, buy all the Georgia 
grain he wants and make it into whisky, which he 
can send back to Georgia for Sale. You 
see the bill tries to make an un- 
natural regulation, and it can’t do it, for the 
grain can-be shipped out of Georgia to be distilled 
and then nar © back in the shape of whisky. 
Another evil that will come of it will be the revival 
of illicit distilling, which the government has so 
nearly suppressed in Georgia. The demand for 
whisky will remain the same, and there will be a 
great encouragement to violate the law and sup- 
ly it.”’ 

' “How many registered distilleries are there in the 
state, how many gallons do they make a year, ant 
what do they pay the government?’ 

“There are sixty registered grain distilleries in 
the state. Last year they made 165,072 gallons of 
whisky and paid the government a revenue of $148, 
SOA. SO. 

“Do you think the proposed law would be opera- 
tive?’ ° 
“Of course you could stop the registered distil- 
leries but I do not think it would stop the con- 
sumption of Georgia grain to make whisky. a 
little of itis used now for distilling and just as mue 
would probably be used under the law, for I be- 
lieve it would offer a premium to illicit distilling?”

The Bill for a Board of Pharmneeutie Examinere. 
Passes the Senate. ‘ 

The bill to establish a board of pharmaceutie ex- 
aminers for the state, passed the senate yesterday. 
The bill provides that within sixty days after its. 
passage the governor shall appoint a board of five 
pharmacists who have been engaged in business in 
this state for three years, three of whom shall con- 
stitute a quorum. The board shall meet 
at least onee every twelve months, 
They shall have authority to grant 
license to pharmacists who are regular graduates, 

shysicians, druggists who have been engaged in 
Sotcans for ten yearsand to druggists who shall 
have passed an examination satisfactory to the 
board. The fee for such examination shall be fif- 
teen dollars and no additional charge shall be 
made, All persons now lawfully engaged in selling 
drugs shall, before December, register in the office 
of the ordinary of the county in whieh they are con- 
ducting business, their names, national 'ty,ete. No per- 
son shall engage in selling drugs except upon a full 
compliance with the requirements of this law, ex- 
cept physicians or country merchants and assistants 
in drug stores where the proprietor has been duly 
licensed. ‘The violation of the law is made punish- 
able as a misdemeanor,

| A Heavy Calamity by Fire Y esterday---The Loss Sus- 
tained. 


Yesterday afternoon the main building of the 


Georgia iron works, on Marietta street, was totally 
destroyed by fire. 

About four o’clock the roof of the shed which prc- 
tected the furnace was discovered be in 
blaze. The water works were at once 
called into requisition and in a short time 
three or four streams were playing upon the flames, 
butthe pressure was so lignt that the quantity of 
water forced through the hose was wholly inade- 
quate to the demands, Intelligence of the fire was 
alsosent tothe city,andin a shorttime the fire 
bellscalled the firemen to the rescue. In afew 
minutes engines Nos 1 and 3 were fighting the 
flames. Engine Nol was about 400 feet from the 
building and was feeding two lines®of hose. No 3 
Was about five hundred ieet off, and supplied one 
line, but the building was so far consumed when 
ghey began throwing water that it it was impossible 
tosuve it, and a complete destruction of one of 
Atlanta's greatest and most important industries 
Was the result, 

The portion of the works destroyed was 
known as the main building. The structure 
was SUx500 feet, and was covered with a truss roof 
on all sides of which were sheds forty feet in width. 
It Was built of light material, was entirely open and 
burnt rapidly, making a warm fire. 

In addition to the building all the machinery was 
destroyed, The plant, as it is called by those versed 
in miller’s language, consisted of an eighteen-inch 
heating furnaces: a

together with all necessary engines, appliances and 
tools. Their products consisted of all sizes of rails, 
from sixteen pounds to sixty pounds per yard, bar, 
bridge and merchant iron,-fisn plates, etc. 

The tire was purely accidental, and was caused 
by an overheated smoke stack which ignited the 
wood just under the tin roof. In the shed there 
were fourteen furnaces, and from these the brick 
smoke stacks ascended to and through the roof, 
which was thought to be fire proof on account of the 
tin. The hands at the mill, agavell as fhe firemen, 
did all in their power to save the building. At 
one time quite an excitement was created by the 
fears of a few timid persons who skipped away lest 
a bursting boiler should kill thenr. : 

The machinery, if not entirely destroyed, is 
greatly damaged, but as yet the exact loss cannot 
be given. Itis thought by some that the shed can 
be rebuilt for about $20,000, while others place its 
value much higher. The worth of the machinery is 
variously estimated at from $30,000 to $50,000, but 
ho positive value can be assigned. The total loss, 
however, it is thought, will greatly exceed the 
largest estimate given. 

The building was insured for $13,250, and the ma- 
chinery for 36,750, making a total insurance of 
20,000 upon the entire property. These policies 
were all written by Atlanta agencies and are signed 
by good companies. It is well divided, $5,000 being 
the amount of each company’s risk, with one excep- 
tion, as will be seen by the following table!

structions rentedied. Mr. Matthews offered an 
amendment authorizing any citizen of the 
state to institute legal proceedings if the gov- 
ernor should fail. 

Mr, Mays, of Richmond, vigorously op- 
posed the resolution and amendment. 

Mr. Matthews brietiy advocated, and Mr. 
Twiggs opposed the amendment. 

The anrendment was rejected. 

Mr. Wheeler called the previous question, 
and the house sustained the call. 

The resolution was adopted. 

The house then adjourned until this morn- 
ing, 9 o'clock.

Courtesies from Mr. Lowell in London---An Entrance 
into the Parliament House---A Successful Appeal 
to Mr. Gladstone---Some Pieasant Remin- 
iscences--The Premiecr’s Last Work. 


‘Special Correspondence Coustitution. 

Jostanxn’s Horer, Falcon Square, London, 
E. C., August 16, 1881.—I said in my last that 
when I wrote again I would write about my 
visit—I should have said visits—tolparliament, 
for Ihave been three times to the house of 
commons, and once to the house of lords. 

Early after my arrival in London, it was my 
pleasure to callon Mr. Lowell, vice-minister 
at the court of St. James. Having no letter 
of intreduction, I sent him my card. Before 
leaving Macon, Colonel Blount, who so ably 
represents the Macon district in the United 
States house of representative, kindly gave 
me letters to Mr. Garfieldand Mr. Blaine. It 
was my plan to remain over in Washington a 
day for the purpose of calling on the president 
and secretary of state, to ask letters to our 
minister in London. Having learned from 
a Washington paper, before arriving at the 
capital, that Mr. Garfield had gone to Long 
Branch, I determined to goon to Toronto, 
and to communicate with the president by 
letter on return to New York. On the 
eventful of the saddest 
in the country, when 
the nation’s executive was wounded 
by the cruel bullet of the demoniac 
Guiteau, as I was proceeding to my room, at 
the St. Denis to write tothe president, the 
clerk astounded me by the newsthat Mr. Gar- 
field had just been shot. And so the letter was 
not written; and so I left New York for Liv- 
erpool without a letter to Mr, Lowell from 
our now suffering president—I had almost 
written murdered—martyred rather, for that 
was the word whichmy pen was about to 
write. 1am afraid if 1 had written the word 
it would have been too true at the time it was 
penned, for the telegrams published in Lon- 
don this morning indicate that our president 
may be even now added to the noble army of 
martyrs. But God grant that he-may be still 
alive, that he may be perfectly restored, and 
that his cruel wound, under God, may be the 
healing of the wound of our late fratricidal

Ifour noble president die, he will die a 
muartyrin every true sense of the word; he 
will die a victim to the insane spirit of 
nihilism, which carried off by dynamite the 
late emperor of Russia, an act justified by 
Wendell Phillips in his Phi Beta Kappa ora- 
tion at the late Harvard commencement. On 
the Wedriesday before the de- 
moniaec  Goiteau his deadly 
pistol against the innocent and valuable life 
of the president of the nation, the equally de- 
moniac Phillips was declaiming his incen- 
diary sentiments in the ears of the learned 
professors of Harvard and the assembled literati 
of New England. The man who, in the same 
oration, could justify the damnable taking off 
of the Russian emperor, and assign to the 
cut-throat and lawless atheist, John Brown, 
of Harper's Ferry, the most exalted place 
among the martyred dead, was the man to 
fire the weak brain of the vain and egotistical! 
savage who attempted the life of Mr. Garfield. 
I do not know whether the madman Guiteau, 
read the reported speech of the Phi Beta 
Kappa orator of Harvard; but I do know that, 
when L read the speech in the New York Tri- 
bune, [ remarked, beth before the shooting 
of Mr, Garfield and afterwards, that such sen- 
‘4iments not only approve the taking-off of ty- 
rants by dynamite, the bullet, and the dagger, 
but are powerful incentives to political en- 
thusiasts to kill any ruler, be he emperor, or 
king, or president, and to be just and merci- 
ful, or unjust andcruel, provided the enthn- 
siast believes that the taking-off is necessary 
to give success to his party and, in his 
view, to save his country. To this fell 
spirit of nihilism, of which Wendell Phillips's 
Ilarvard speech is a fair exponent, the noble 
president of the nation was wantonly, insane- 
ly sacrifiged., 

out whatam I doing? Where have I wan- 
dered? If 1 have wandered I have no apology 
domake. [could not help writing what I 
have written, if it has led me away from Mr. 
Lowell and the English parliament. The 
mention of Mr. Gartield’s name, the sad tele- 
graphic news from Washington to-day and 
the righteous indignation which that news 
revived within me have impelled me to say 
what I have about the assassin Guifeau and 
the incendiary Phillips. Pardoning the di- 
gression—if it has been one—I will resume. 

When | met Mr. Lowell, who so ably repre- 
sents our government in London, and whom 
I found to be a most courteous gentleman, 
though Ihave no letter of introduction to 
him, | had about me letters which I showed 
to Mr. Lowell, from Mr. Hayes to Mr. Welsh, 
and from Mr. Evarts to out diplomatic and 
consular agents abroad. Mr. Hayes’s letter, 
given me when I was about to visit England 
im i878, Mr. Welsh, our then able 
and popular minister here, allowed 
me to retain; Mr. Kvarts'’s ¢ircular 
letter, given at the same time, of course, 
Lt kept. When Il made known to Mr. Lowell 
my desire to see the two houses of parliament, 
he gave me acard of admission to the com- 
mons onthe lith and another to the lords on 
the 15th of August. The earliertdate was 
ebout two weeks after my interview with Mr. 
Lowell. This was so because he had already 
issued cards up to that time; and so 1 hada 
leng time to wait before I could be admitted 
on the ecard of the United States minister, 

On a certain day—several days before the 
1ith—l saw from the morning papers that the 
Irish land bill would be read on. that day the 
third time in the house of commons, which 
means its = by that house Now, it was 
my great desire to be present when this was 
dene, But how to gain admission was the 

uestion. I knew that the excitement was at 

ever heat. that many would seek to be there, 
and that it would be difficult to gain admis- 
sion. Having no ticket to admit me, what 
should [de? Impelled by a desire to be pres- 
ent, but with no hope of success, I made my 
way to Westminster. The public entrance 
to the two houses is through Westminster 
hall, “the great hall of William Rufus,” the 
hall which “witnessed the just sentence 
of Bacon and the just absolu- 
tion of  Somers,”’ the hall after- 
wards celebrated for the trial of Warren Hast- 
ings. By stone steps atits end we ascend to 
St. Stephens’s seuet. thence we pass the outer 
Sentinel into St.Stephens's hall, and thence in- 
to central hall. The entrance on the left, 
which leads from central hall into the corri- 
dorofthe house of commons, is guarded by 
policemen. Here I found two long lines of 
men anxious to be admitted. A passage way 
between the lines equal in width to the width 
of the corridor is strictly maintained by the 
= police. Every new comer would 
w his ticket of admission, or present a 
card forsome member. of the house. If the 
ticket was right, he was at once admitted; if 
it was a card toa member, the sender had to 
take his place at the foot of one of the long 
lines of waiting applicants.

metin London in 1878 and who had then 
kindly taken me through the parliament 
house. But Mr. Waddy, I was informed, was 
not a member of the present house of com- 
mons. I then thought of Mr. Alexander Mc- 
Arthur, the brother of the present lord mayor 
of London, whom I had met at the Wesleyan 
conference in Bradford, and again in London. 
But I was afraid that Mr. McArthur would 
not remember me. I next thought of Mr. 
Gladstone, the prime minister, himself. I re- 
membered how, in 1878, just after the Berlin 
treaty, just after the prorogation of parlia- 
ment, just after he retired to Harworden in 
the north of Wales, just as it was announced 
in the papers of the day, wearied by his long 
contest in parliament with Earl Beaconsfield 
and needing absolute rest, he would receive 
no company at Harworden and must not be 
disturbed by correspondence. I had addressed 
Mr. Gladstone a letter asking his help and ad- 
vice in a certain matter, and how the next 
post brought me akind and courteous an- 
swer. But why do [ write this? I write it 
because it helps to illustrate the greatest and 
best of living English statesmen; toshow how 
easy of access he is to a stranger in need; 
how different he is from the vast majority of 
the great in church and state, and consequent- 
ly that I was not without hope when 1 sent 
him my card. 

And here I must pause to tellathingI have 
just heard of Mr. Gladstone. I[t was told me 
by an old and venerable congregational 
preacher of England. 

On Mr. Gladstone's estate in Wales, is a 
wor char-woman, A char-woman is one hired 
by the day to do the most menial offices about 
a household. This char-woman, who is a 
widow, had an unruly son who gave her great 
trouble and sorrow. The poor mother thought 
that she might have some hope for her boy if 
Mr. Gladstone would speak to him. As she 
met him one day she told her trouble to the 
prime minister. Expressing great sympathy 
tor the mother, Mr. Gladstone asked her to 
send her son to his study. When he made his 
appearance the great man received him kind- 
ly, and talked to him asa father talks to his 
own son, But before he said to the youth the 
special thing which he intended to say, Mr. 
Gladstone proposed that they should first have 
a word of prayer together, to ask the guidance 
and assistance of Almighty God. Bowing 
down in his study, the man who has been 
twice premier of England, en bended knees 
leaded earnestly with the Great Father in 
behalf of the wayward boy. The man who 
wields the destinies of a great nation and con- 
trols its counsels, and who has so often and so 
eloquently pleaded the cause of the oppressed 
of all lands, was. heard when he 
thus pleaded with God in _ — prayer 
for the son of the char-woman. The 
wayward boy was transformed intoan obedient 
and faithful son, and the poor mother’s heart 
was filled with joy and gladness. Is not a na- 
tion blessed that has such a man for its prime 
minister? 

It was to this premicr of England IT sent my 
ecard when I desired admission to the house of 
commons. Butthe time alluded to was not the 
only time Mr Gladstone answered my letter. 
His first answer came when, in 1878, I asked 
him to write ‘Wesley's Place in English His- 
tory’’ for the Wesley Memorial Volume. The 
answer was to say that ‘‘the design of the me- 
morial volume was one of great moral and 
historical interest ;’’ to express his regrets that 
his engagements, so sadly in arrears, *‘allowed 
him no time to take part in a work which re- 
quired him’’ to enter into a new and distinct 
set of studies necessary for the proper execu- 
tion ofthe work;’’ and to suggest the name of 
one to write on an unassigned subject, which 
he saw inthe table of contents | had sent 
him. His second letter was in answer to one 
I wrote him from Georgia, when I sent him. a 
copy of the memorial volume. In the midst 
of the heated and annoying debates on the 
Irish land bill, he paused to send a courteous 
answer, acknowledging its receipt and thank- 
ing me for it. This, too, 1 mention, because 
it shows the kind heart of the man, on whose 
slightest word listening senates wait, and 
whose influence for good is felt, not only 
throughout England and her vast depend- 
encies, but throughout the inhabited globe. 

Whenlsent my card to Mr. Gladstone I 
had not long to wait. I wastanswered, not 
through the speaking tube, but by members 
of the commons sent toreceivye me. Ushered 
into the lobby I was-introduced to a viscount, 
who expressed to me Mr. Gladstone’s regrets 
that he could not come in person, as he was 
watching the debate on the land bill. Soon 
permission was given to admit me to the 
“special gallery,’’ where I was assigned a seat. 
The great premier was not too much occupied 
by the cares of a mighty crisis in the political 
history of England to show courtesy to an un- 
known stranger. The man who bowed the 
knee in prayer for the poor widow's son 
paused, in a heated debate, in the very crisis 
of by far the most important bill of a_pro- 
tracted session of the house of commons, to 
give pleasure to an obscure American citizen. 

But I must now tell you what met my view 
when I sat down for the first time in the com- 
mons house of parliament. The = galleries 
allowed to spectators were filled to their 
utmost capacity. Many lords of the upper 
house were present, anxiously looking on, 
while the commons were discussing -the Lrish 
land bill. The reporter’s gallery, opposite 
where I was seated, was crowded with those 
who were diligently taking down every word 
spoken in debate. Elevated far above 
the heads of the reporters, and shut out from 
the commons house of parliament, was the 
gallery assigned to ladies, who could only be 
seen through its iron gratings. The front of 
this gallery is on a line with the wall behind 
the speaker, reaches from a point above the 
reporters’ gallery to the magnificently deco- 
rated ceiling of glass above, and is fated by a 
net or lattice work of iron. Thus the ladies, 
who are constructively said to be absent from 
it, have glimpses of the house of commons. 
Why they are thus perched on high, and shut 
in by iren gratings, lam at a loss to know. 
Are their charms thus obscured because it 
feared their influence may be too seriously 
feltin shaping the legislation of England? 
Are the ladies of the England of to-day like 
those who “shone around Georgiana, duchess 
of Devonshire, and whose lips, more persua- 
sive than those of Fox himself, had cearried 
the Westminster election against palace and 
treasury?’’. Is this the reason why they are 
shut up like birdsin a cage? ‘Like beasts at 
a menagerie,’ growled a blunt Englishman, 
sitting next to me, who ought to have been 
taken out and shot for his blasphemy. Like 
birds in a cage, say I—birds of the most bril- 
liant and clegant plumage, who appeared to 
me to be looking wistfully through their iron 
gratings at the fight in the pit below. 

There, elevated in a great arm chair, sat the 
right honorable speaker of the house of com- 
mons. The long black gown, which reached 
almost to his feet, and the white horse-hair 
wig which extended in wide wings on either 
side to his shoulders, gave to Mr. Bland, who 
seemed to be of smali stature, the appearance 
of a little old woman. In his front, ata table. 
sat the three clerks of the house, also in long 
black gowns and white horse-hair wigs, which 
had not wings like the speaker's, but long 
platted tails behind like 3 Chinaman’s queue. 
On the speaker's right are the benches of the 
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is 


‘supporters of the government, rising one above 


another and extending back to the side of the 
chamber. To the speaker's left, and similarly 
arranged, are the benches of the opposition. 
The lowest bench on the right is cailed the 
treasury bench, and is occupied by the gevern- 
ment leader, Mr. Gladstone, and the other 
members of the ministry in the house of com- 
mons. The leader of the opposition, Sir Staf- 
ford Northcote, is the present leader in the 
lower house, and his assistants occupy the 
lowest bench on the left. Thus the two great 
parties and their leaders are arrayed one over 
against the other. . 

When I sat, down in the special gallery, 
the commons were discussing the Irish land 
bill, and Lord Randolph Churchill was 
addressing. the house in ra His 


speech was asharp and provoking invective 


against the prime minister. There was nothing 


the appezrance or manner of the noble 
lord—every lord here is noble and is spelled 
with a big nothing in his style 
or thought more than commonplace. It was 


was put forth to be the championof the oppo- 
sition in the last fight on the land bill before 
its third reading in the commons, The great 
opposition leader, Sir Stafford Northcote, was 
not even in his seat. The truth is, the battle 
had been fought and won by the premier; a 
show of fight was all that was to be kept up. 
Mr. Russell, who replied to Lord Randolph 
Churchill, called it a mere farce, in which the 
noble lord had shown himself a_ third-rate 
actor in a third-rate part. 

If [ was surprised at the ‘‘Temple Forum” 
and at “Coger’s Hall of Discussion,’ about 
which I wrote you, by the uncourteous lan- 
guage which the speakers often used in de- 
bate, I was more surprised by what I heard in 
the house of commons. The one was em- 
ployed, in irresponsible bodies, by men who 
were too much inflamed by strong 
drink. But here it was used, in 
the most representative body on 
earth, by men whu are presumed to be sober. 
To one unused to such indecorus personalities 
it appeared passing strange. To avoid an op- 
ponent, no matter what his standing or how 
commanding hts abilities—with all the venom 
of invective and rhetorical abuse, is applauded 
by party friends as proof ofthe gfeat clever- 
ness of the speaker. In the heat of debate, in 
the strife for.party ascendency, no panegyric 
is too strong to express admiration for the 
speech of a political friend; the strongest ex- 
pressions of ridicule are too weak to denote 
contempt for the speech of a political antago- 
nist. A strangeris amazed at the manner of 
conducting English debates. A Scotch terrier 
does not pounce upon arat more unmerci- 
fully; an English bull dog does not seize 
grimalkin by the throat more viciously, than 
Englishmen assail one another in debate when 
party feeling is at its highest. 

When Mr. Russell concluded his reply to 
Lord Randolph Churchill, and after a few re- 
marks from Colonel Dannay éf the opposition, 
the great English premier arose. Expectation 
was on tip-toe. [t was to be his last 
speech betore it left the house, on 
a bill which had — occupied since 
the second week in January, the almost undi- 
vided gttention of the commons. This was 
the first time I had seen Mr. Gladstone, and I 
was now to hear him for the first time. In 
my school-boy or ante-college days I only 
knew him as the writer whom Macaulay 
criticized for his views on the union of church 
and state. Though Llearned even from Ma- 
caulay’s critique to havea high estimate of 
Mr. Gladstone’s ability, I did not appreciate 
his pre-eminent genius until I read his replies 
to the decrees of the vatican council and the 
encyclicals of the pope. From that time I 
came to regard him as the greatest bulwark 
of the protestuntism of to-day, and to venere 
ate the man. This good opinion was in- 
creased by the able statesmanship which he 
displayed in his controversies with the late 
Earl Beaconsfield on the eastern question. 
It rose higher by the wise, magnanimous and 
Christian principles which governed him in 
treating with the wronged Boers when they 
were Victorious, and in not listening to the 
counsels of pride to whip them first and treat 
with them afterwards. It rose still higher when 
he sought the relief of Irish tenants oppressed 
by landlords, who had on their side, in de- 
fense of their extortions, all the force of old 
and prescriptive right. It has culminated in 
the debates, to which I listened, on the Irish 
land bill, where, in his supreme effort to do 
justly between landlords and tenants, he 
patiently bore the taunts and sneers which he 
received from the one because he had put 


limits to their powers of extortion, and the 
jeers and ridicule which he received from the 
other because he could not accede to their de- 
mands. Grand old man! Unmoved by both 
he adhered unflinchingly to the just) and 
equitable principles of his bill; and yet, in- 


fluenced by his desire to perfect it in all its 
details, he listened, with deference, to amend- 
ments whether they came from a taunting 
opposition in the commons and in the lords, 
or from jeering Irish extremists. To pacify 
Ireland without interfering needlessly with 
the vested rights of landlords, however 
wrongfully they may have been originally ac- 
quired, and to secure to the landlords a fair 
rent without sacrificing the rights of 
Irish tenants to, a fair compensation 
for their improvements on their 
holdings, was the one great purpose which 
controlled. the English premier. If the bill 
attain not the purpose of the great pacificator, 
it will be because Irish landlords on the one 
hand, and Irish agitators and tendnts on the 
other, keep up the present conflict by mutu- 
ally taking advantage of certain amendments 
which they respectively succeeded in introduc- 
ing intoit. Neither alone can defeat all its be- 
neficent aims; the warfare against it, though, 
from different standpoints and with different 
objects, must be mutual. The party that acts 
most justly and forbearingly in this conflict 
of interests will receive the greatest praise 
from the present generation and from poster- 
ity.

A Sketch of Mr. John W.Ryckman, the Secretary 
of the International Cotton Exposition---What 
the Enterprise Owes to His Untiring

John W. Ryekman, whose energy and suc- 
cess in originating the International cotton 
expositidn at Atlanta have brought him 
prominently before the public, was born in 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin, September 29, 1854, 
and is therefore but 27 years of age. Before

This journal has now completed a year of its 
existence, increasing its editorial matter and 
text from 16 to 32 large pages and its adver- 
tising from 16 to 54 pages. Such progress has 


only been possible under the liberal policy of 


its conductors and the magnetism of their in- 
fluence on those with whom they came in con- 


| tact. 


In November, 1880, Mr. Ryckman and Mr. 


| Nagle made a’yisit to Atlanta with the pur- 


pose of putting in practical execution some 
plan tor representing the cotton planting in- 
terest, and particularly the proposition of Ed- 
ward Atkinson to hold an exhibition of 
cotten and the products of cotton at the most 
available locality, believing Atlanta to be the 
best point, but determined to inaugurate such 
an exhibition at some other southern city or 
at Philadelphia if better terms should be 
offered or circumstances should require it. It 
is easy to suggest and to recommend great en- 
terprises, but quite another thing to assume 
the responsibility and devote the time and 
means required to put them into practical ex- 
ecution. In this case Mr. Ryckman and Mr. 
Nagle presented to the citizens of Atlanta a 
clear and practicable programme, assuming 
the full responsibility of determining its suc- 
cess or-failure, and so-effectively commending 
it that it was at once adopted by the leading 
citizens of Atlanta, Mr. Ryckman being 
charged with the more immediate executive 
duties as secretary of the exposition com- 
pany. : 

No precedertt in the entire history of indus- 
trial expositions has been attended with the 
measure of success which from the outset has 
has attended this. The northern cities and 
manufacturing interests had been to a great 
extent prepared for it through Mr. Ryckman’s 
previous efforts, and the ‘‘great conmmon_ in- 
terest’? advocated by the Textile Record, had 
been recognized to sucha degree as to make 
it comparatively easy to carry out the plan 
originally outlined, seemingly that all liberal 
minded men would co-operate. Mr. Ryck- 
man made a thorough tour of New England, 
and the northern cities, insuring a liberal 
aggregate of contributions to the stock of the 
exhibition company, and of exhibits for the 
future display. 

Itis not too much to say without dispar- 
agement of the great energy and ability of 
Hon. H. I. Kimball,the director general, that 
the skill and vigor of Mr. Ryckman’s efforts 
contributed largely if not vitally to the singu- 
lar success which has attended the manage- 
ment. Trusting others with a confidence 
which inspires the best efforts of those with 
whom he comes in contact, and being trusted 
without reserve by all, Mr. Ryckman is able 
to accomplish an amount of executive labor 
very rarely equaled; and having thrown his 
whole energies into the immediate duties of 
the exposition management, he has 
become a leader of unusual  distinc- 
tion in all that’ relates to the 
duties assigned to him. As secretary of the 
exposition company and chief-of the depart- 
ment of installation, these duties are of the 
most laborious and absorbing character; but 
the public may rely on their effective and 
faithful performance to the end of the period 
of time caused by the exposition, without 
abatement of en or the waste of time on 
personal or subordinate questions. 

Mr Ryckman has the good fortune to im-

features Of any question presented, by his 
instant action and generous suggestions. He 
does more than his inquirer hopes for, and 
better than he promises, The effect of this 
fortunate temperament is seen in the great 
success of his journal and in the uninterrupted 
progress of the exposition management. No 
one grudges praise to a man so unselfishly 
liberal, and no one hesitates to render a service 
to any enterprise he represents. 

The assurances given to the citizens of 
Atlanta at the end of November, 1880, by Mr. 
Ryckman and Mr. Nagle, and the obligations 
then assumed by them have been more than 
fulfilled in every respect, and the whole cotn- 
try is realizing benefits from the exposition 
greater than the most sanguine could then 
predict. To the south particularly this occa- 
sion comes both as a relief and a vindication 
—a great act of justice to its people and to 
their interests, and one certain to place them 
in their rightful high position before the 
world. They cannot be too appreciative of 
the resolute courage of the secretary, who, 
with no doubt of the future, and not a mo- 
ment to waste on hesitating counsels, declared 
that the work could and should be done, and 
at his own cost of time and effort proceeded 
to do it.

MAX THE MASHER 


AFTER MAKING HIMSELF SCARCE 
IN ATLANTA, 


Where He Left Many Anxious Friends, Turns Up in 
New Orleans, and is Finally Induced to Revisit 
the Scene of His Financial Triumphs, and 
Gladden the Hearts of the People. 


Yesterday morning at 4 o'clock, Detective Mike 
White returned to Atlanta with Mr.M C Burgund, 
the young German drtggist, whose recent esca ade 
was chronicled in these columns a few days ago. 

Mr White says that when he arriyed in New Or- 
leans he found Mr Burgund at Precinct station No 
1, where he was taken immediately after his arrest. 
When the detective first saw Mr Burgund he made 
no effort to avoid identification, and expressed a 
willingness to return to Atlanta, saying that he ex- 
pected to start back the next day anyhow. 

After arriving in Atlanta, Burgund was taken to 
police headquarters where he remained during the 
day and where he is now. Soon after sunrise, his 
arrival having been made public, he was visited by 
some of his friends who expressed a willingness to 
aid him in his trouble, and who induced Mr E A 
Angier to undertake his defense. 

About noon a CONSTITUTION representative visited 
police headquarters and was shown to Mr Burgund’s 
apartments. When the reporter entered, Burgund 
was sitting in a chair leaning against the wall 
quietly smoking a ‘‘Masterstroke’’ cigar, but in an 
instant he was on his feet, and grasping the hand of 
the reporter, said: ‘‘Glad to see you; sit down,”’ 

“No, thank you,"’ said the reporter; ‘‘how do you 
feel?”’ 

“Ob, well enough, only I am a little tired after my 
quick trip from New Orleans. It seems that people 
here think I was skipping out, so one would infer 
from what you have said in THE CONSTITUTION,” 

“Well, yes; we thought you had gone immigrfat- 
ing. Hadn't you’’’ 

“No. I hada little business in New Orleans, and 


simply went down there to attend toit. I was com- 
ing back Sunday, but it seems my friends got

“Well, then, you didn’t slip away?’’ 

“No I did not. I had, as I have told you, 
some business in New Orleans which demanded my 
attention. The business was of a private character 
and I didn’t care totelluny one of it and therefore 
said nothing about going. However, my departure 
Was not surreptitious, as you intimate. I went tothe 
ticket office and bought a ticket and got on 
the West Point train at the car 
shed. There was no _ secrecy about my 
leaving. Any one could have seen me. I didn’t 
think it necessary to advertise my departure, and 
have a big deiegation at the train to say good-bye, 
when I was coming back in a few days.”’ 

-“When did you get to New Orleans?’’ 

“T left here Thursday night at 12:45 and arrived 
in New Orleans Friday night atabout 11 o'clock, 
and expected to start back Sunday night.”’ 

“When were you arrested ?’’ 

“Saturday morning. After getting to New Or- 
leans I went to the St. Charles hotel and registered 
‘Max C Burgund, Atlanta, Ga.’ I made no effort to 
conceal my name and hom, for there was no reason 
whyIshould. The next morning—Saturday—lI got 
up and after breakfast went out to attend to my 
business, About 10 = o'clock returned 
to the hotel, and as Iwas going tomy room a gen- 
Heman met me on the stairway and said: ‘What's 
yourname’’ I answered, ‘Max Burgund.’ ‘Where 
are you from?’ he then said. ‘Atlanta,’ I replied. 
‘Well, I want you,’ the gentleman said. ‘What for?’ 
lasked. ‘Read this,’ he replied, handing me the 
telegram ordering my arrest. I read it and was 
completely thunderstruck. I could not understand 
it. was lost. I didn’t know of anything I had 
done to be arrested for, and was completely at sea 
until Mr White come, and when he told me that I 
was wanted for larceny after trust, I had to laugh. 
The charge wasa grave one, but the particulars 
were so ridiculous to me that I couldn't help laugh- 
ing. I didn’t know then, however, that I was 
thought to be on the skip.’’ 

“Well how about that charge?”’ 

“Why it is false. I never stole anythingin my 
life, before or after trust. I am a gentleman and 
make my living by work, not thievery.”’ 

“But there’s the warrant. How are you to over- 
come the case—how will you get out?” 

“Oh, Pll come out all right. I admit that 
I maa the ring, but..I . say, and I 
can prove it, that Mamie Langdon = gave 
ittome. The same day she came from Nashville, 
she took it off her finger and said: ‘ Here, Max, you 
may have this; I will make you a present of it; you 
have been kind tome.’ And that’s the way I got 
the ring, and can “te it. If I had known she 
wanted the ring, | would have given it back. d 
don’t steal, and the whole story is a lie.’’ 

‘But she says you brought the rings, two of them, 
up town to get them cleaned and gave her only one 
back. How’s that?’’ 

“She did give me a small diamond ring to have 
cleaned and I gave it back to her. This other ring 
was mine and I kept it.’’ , 

“And that will be your defense against the charge. 
How about the others?"’ 

“What others?’’ 

“Why the Stilson watch. .The furniture, carpets, 
etc.”’ 

“There is nothing wrong about these things. I 
bought them, and bought them on time, as I hada 
right to doif the merchants saw fit to credit me. I] 
expected to pay for them when the bills come due. 
and would have done so. Every cent I owe in 
this town is good and will be paid. I am looking 
for money from home every day, and when it comes 
I will soon square all debts Lowe. I tell vou now 
that these charges are-frivolous, and I will so show 
you. Ilwant and will have a full, impartial and 
thorotigh investigation of this matter. Ren I am, 
a gentleman, charged with a crime for which men 
are to-day wearing stripes. I tell you it won't do 
and I will show you. My character has been as- 
sailed, and I will prove the charges false.’’ 

Burgund talked quite excitedly and rapidly. He 
is evidently cowed y his confinement, but is san- 
quine of an acquittal. He has placed his case in 
the hands of Mr E A Angier, who induced Judge 
Tanner, before whom the preliminary trial will be 
had, to fix his bond at $500. 

All evening Mr Angier was busy seeing Mr Bur- 
gund’s friends, but no one could be persuaded to 
goon his bond. Every man, so farinterviewed by 
Mr Angier, says that he does not want to be impli- 
cated in Burgund’s troubles in any way. He 
claims, however, that he will be able to secure 
bondsmen ina few days, He is anxious to establish 
his innecenecy, and will do so, he says. Burgund, 
although his language is by no means pure English, 
talks well. He has a thorough education. and is the 
son ofa gentleman of high standing. His father 
was for a number of years one of the judges of some 
high court in Germany, and is represented as a man 
of wealth and influence. Burgund wasat one time a 
2d lieutenant in the German army, and during the 
Franco-Prussian war fought for hiscountry. He was 
wounded atSedan and came near dying. In '76 he 
resigned his commission and came to America, 
where he has since been in the drug business. This 
much he tells ofghimself. : 

Among others who visited him yesterday was 
Miss Langdon. The interview .between the 
two was brief but pleasant. To Miss Langdon 
Burgund suid: “Mamie, you gave me the ring, and 
you know you did.”’ But she denied the statement 
and the conversation continued for some time. She 
says that this story of Burgund’s is untrue; that he 
took the ring to have it cleaned and never returned 
it. She also says that she feels sorry for him, 
but that she will prosecute the 
case and will accept no compromise. 
Mr. Stilson, after much labor, yesterday found his 
watch. On Wednesday Burgund went to Stitson’s, 
and while Mr, Stilson was out got the watch from a 
clerk, promising to return it during the day. He 
gave the chain to Miss Langdon and pawned the 
watch for $35. 

Detective White says that from all the facts he 
‘could gather while in New Orleans and from Bur- 
gund, he is induced to believe that he was in reality 
shaking Atlanta’s real estate off hisfeet. ‘‘In fact,’’ 
said White. “Burgund almost said to me thatif he 
hadn't been caught just when he was, he would 
ever have been seen in Atlanta aygain.”"’ The de- 
tective also says that Burgund had an alias while in 
New Orleans, despite his statement to the contrary. 
Detective White wishes to publicly acknowledge 
— kindness of the New Orleans officers who aided
